County Salary Law. 


Second—For fifteen y<-ur» j-a.-t, five' 


since the last salary law w.n- r- t»ealed. 
upon tho promise that a mure j-ist one 
would be enacted, tiie intelligent peo- 
ple of Ohio have been deuiaiui.m; th* 
enactn-.cnt of a fair law which 
give to each county officer a proper- 
compensation for his sei vices and na 
more. As it is now. many of thesa 
county officers are 
receiving fees 


which are two, three, «uil m some 
cases ten times more than the value 
of the services they are rendering to 
he State or counties. 
It is i isht un-i 


proper for the State or count} to pay 


i fair compensation for any services 
endered, but it certainly Miould not 
pay more. 
It should not pay more 


.han the seriHce would be worth to an 
ndivldual or to an ordin.i.-y corpora- 
tion. The honor of holding a position 
n a community, county or State, is of 
itself, and should be, suffit lent induce- 
ment to insure the 
acceptance of 


nominations of good men to nil these 
places. They should be filled by i«e.n 
who are patriotic 
and 
who 
would 


show a zeal in looking after the inter- 
ests of either the State, county, town- 
ship or school-district and who would 
have more, concern about the interests 
of the people than about their own. 
"Under no circumstances should these 
respective 
offices 
be 
made places 


where large sums of money can be. 
obtained and divided up among poli- 
ticians, or be used improperly or dis- 
honestly to secure an election 
The 


man who accepts a position or secures 
an office in the county, State or city, 
simply for the money that is in it, 
and who has not a proper appiecia- 
tion of the honor, naturally will think 
more of increasing his bank account 
than he will of serving the people. 


State Banks. 


Third—There W-, been a demand for 


many years past Wi the part of the 
people that the banking laws of the 
State should be improved in a" way 
that would prevent, if possible, the 
continued breaking of banks, ending 
In the loss of the funds belonging to 
the depositors. 
Governor Herrick 


recommended this to a former Lopfla- 
ture but without avail. 
It has bten 


reliably atatp.l lhat certain bankers, 
or persons interested in these private 
and Siate banks, have been able here- 
tofore to exert an influence with the 
members of the General Assembly t» 
prevent the passage of these proposed 
necessary laws. 
I feel confident that 


such will not be the case with the 
present 
Assembly 
In framing any 


for this purpose. I suggest that 


you make some provision, if it is pos- 
sible, by which no man can become 
an officer or director, or remain an 
officer or director of any State or pri- 
vate bank unless lie will take an nulh 
of office that he will not engage in 
any kind of speculation whatsoever. 
For any violation of this oath the pen- 
alty should be made very severe.

Sute of Ohio durins the last quarter 
of a century- have beun brought about 
because of the directors or officers of 
these various banUn cnsaging dirt-ct 
ly or indirectly in speculation. This 
being so, sooner or later, they would 
use the depositors' funds and commit 
crimes for which some are now suffer- 
ing the penalty. Provision should be 
made for a department to supervise 
banks and bankine, and the expense 
of any and ail Mich supervision and 
examination should be 
paid by the.

stockholders are limited to a reason- 
able amount then the expense shoulii 
bo paid out of the funds of the deposi- 
tors.

nicipality from Hiving away or sell- 
ing any franchise o: any nature, or 
from extending any franchise without 
first submittini; it to a vote of the peo 
pie of said city. 


The matter of taxation will neces- 


sarily receive your earnest considera- 
tion. 
It is perhaps th.- judgment cf 


the great majority of the intelligent 
people that the laws, as far as possi- 
ble, should provide that the necessary 
revenue for the expenses of the State 
shall be raised in some manner with- 
out calling upon the r< specuve coun- 
ties for any portion thereof. 
It lias 


also been suggested ai"l so named in 
on« of the piatforn.s In the last cam- 
paign that laws should be enacted to 
compel the assessment of the proper- 
ty of steam railways and other public 
service corporations at a fair salable 
value; at least, t- prevent the eva- 
sion of just taxation, if there has been 
such evasion heretofore. 
Also, that 


some law should be enacted by which 
the franchises and piivilegcs should 
be taxed as are other properties. All 
of these matters are of concern to 
you, and. as members of the Genera! 
Assembly, yt.u should give them the 
just 
consideration they deserve at 


your hands 


Inheritance Tax. 


I do no-i hesitate to say that I be- 


lieve it is the wish of the great ma- 
jority of the peop'e of the Ptaie that 
the law enacted at the last session 
known as thv Inheritance Tax law 
should .be repealed. 
If Hie sum of 


money obtained from this source is 
needed by the State, it should be col 
lected in some other manner. 


I must also cal! your attention to 


the fact that the amendment to the 
'constitution passed at the last else 
tion and leoommenrted by both lead 
ing parties, provides for the exemp 
tion of Ohio state, county, township 
municipal and school bonds from tax 
ation. When it has been fully consid- 
ered and is understood, this wll 
doubtless be thought by many to have 
been an unjust decision. Xeverthe 
less, the amendment has been passef 
and it is now a part of the eonstiiu 
tion. 
As to the revenue which has 


come from this source of taxation 
some provision must be made to se 
cure the amount in some other man 
ne.r.

bly I am sure you will deem ir neces 
sary to have your finance commit 
tees ascertain at once the incom 
from the various sources for the cur 
rent year; also to ascertain the out
